Remar on the Gultivation of Roses, 


PDK 
PLANTING. 

HE best time to plant is from October to May. 
A Keep the soil well heaped up around them to pre- 

vent their drying out. 

It is advisable to cover the shoots as high as they are 
pruned. 

WATERING. 

In dry weather water freely. After they have started 
growing, remove part of the soil heaped around and replace 
by well rotted cow manure, which prevents the sun from 
drying up the young roots. 

On warm and dry days syringe the plants in the even- 
ing, thoroughly wetting the leaves and shoots. 

This will keep away insects, American blight and 
mildew. 

PRUNING. 

All plants are pruned, if desired; otherwise they are 
left as grown. 

Pruning should be done in early Spring only. 

Never prune shoots too short ; always leave from 6 to 
10 buds of last year’s growth. Never leave the flowers on 
too long, as they will go to seed, which deprives the plant 
of the strength needed for further growth. 

PROTECTION. 

To prevent the plants from freezing in Winter, bend 
them down to the ground and cover with soil; over the 
unprotected shoots spread salt hay or straw.
